The amendment filed on 1 2/09/2004 rewriting all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because the 
method for creating a logical device of rewritten claim 1 includes the steps of "determining storage characteristic 
requirements. ..reading from an inventory of virutal data unit requirements", "processing the storage characteristics 
requirements. ..using a storage methodology inventory" and "identifying., .a storage unit capabilities inventory". The invention of 
elected claim 1 did not have the above functional/structural limitations.
